No. MCI-18(l)/2006“Med./27395. —■- In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 33 of the 
Indian Medical Council Act, 1956 (102 of 1956), the Medical Council of India with the previous 
approval of the Central Government hereby makes the following regulations to amend the 
Postgraduate Medical Education Regulations, 2000, namely:- 

1. These Regulations may be called the ‘‘Postgraduate Medical Education (Amendment) 
Regulations, 2006”. 

2. In the Postgraduate Medical Education Regulations, 2000 in Regulation 9, after sub¬ 
regulation (2), the following sub-regulation shall be inserted: 

“3.(i) The Universities and other authorities concerned shall organize admission process 
in such a way that teaching in postgraduate courses starts by 2 nd May and by 1 st 
August for super speciality courses each year. For this purpose, they shall follow 
the time schedule indicated in Appendix-Ill. 

(ii) There shall be no admission of students in respect of any academic session 
beyond 31 st May for postgraduate courses and 30 th September for super speciality 
courses under any circumstances. The Universities shall not register any student 
admitted beyond the said date.

(iii) The Medical Council of India may direct, that any student identified as having 
obtained admission after the last date for closure of admission be discharged from 
the course of study, or any medical qualification granted to such a student shall 
not be a recognized qualification for the purpose of the Indian Medical Council 
Act, 1956. 

The institution which grants admission to any student after the last date specified 
for the same shall also be liable to face such action as may be prescribed by MCI 
including surrender of seats equivalent to the extent of such admission made from 
its sanctioned intake capacity for the succeeding academic year.”
